Atom Bomb Site, Nev., April 22—(.JP)—One of the most specta-' 


ilar atomic bombs ever detonated jolted observers 10 miles distant 
day and gave 1,500 troops an experience, they will never forget. 


It probably was the largest bomb ever dropped on continental 


nited States soil. The smoke blotted out the troops who were within 
ur mile* os ground zero. 


The bomb burst 42 seconds after release from an Air Force plane 


ping at 30.000 feet in a typical high level drop. 


Desplta brilliant sunshine, the flash was visible 75 miles away in 


13 Vegas. Seven minutes later, the southern Nevada gambling capl-

New Yorkers voted today in a 
quiet primary that is little more 
than a stepping stone in Gov. Dew- 
ey's sustained drive to deliver 96 
votes to Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower at the Republican national 
convention. 


Dewey's spokesman, William L. 


Pfeiffer, state GOP chairman, has 
insisted that all of New York's 
votes, the greatest number of any 
state, will be cast for Eisenhower. 
Sen. Robert A. Taft has claimed 
20 of the 96 delegates. 


The final result in Chicago next 


July, probably somewhere be- 
tween the two claims, will prove 
the extent of Dewey's control over 
the state Republican organization. 
There is considerable Taft support, 
especially in rural upstate coun- 
ties. No other candidate has im- 
portant strength. 


Although elected delegates wiM

ary of the $10,000 policy. 


Mrs. Foutts told a reporter In 


East Liverpool that "The Ballen- 
tine boy left my son the money 
because he befriended him (.Ballen- 
tine) in school, and I have letters 
to prove it." 


The suit, which named Foutts 


and the United States of America 
as defendants, charged that Foutts 
taught Ballentine gambling, "low- 
ering his social • and 
academic 


standings," and said young Ballen- 
tine became heavily indebted to 
Foutts. 


Ballentine enlisted in the Army 


Feb. 16, 1948, and was killed in 
Korea Sept. 17, 1951. His father 
asked full payment of the insur- 
ance which had been taken out 
two* days after young Ballentine 
enlisted.

once spent a vacation at the 
Foutts home. She said Ballentine 
had written her son from Korea 
and thanked him "for helping in

NATIONAL Y. W. C. A. WEEK 


This week, the Young Women's Christian Associa- 


tions throughout the country observe their fifth 
National YWCA Week. 
In Warren and in hun- 


dreds of other communities of the nation, over three 
million YWCA members take part in this annual ob- 
servance. This year, National YWCA Week is built 
around the slogan "On Your Own - - But Not Alone. 
Join Your YWCA." 


The slogan expresses the YW's philosophy in rela- 


tion to the young women and girls with whom it 
-works - - the belief in the right of every individual 
to be herself, respect for the dignity of each person- 
ality, and the assurance of fellowship with others who 
work together for the common good. 


Founded in 1855 as a "ladies' prayer circle to pray 


for and guide the working girls away from home," 
the YWCA, in the nearly 100 years since, has grown 
into an international organization with a program 
designed to meet the needs of both young girls and 
women. Today, in 431 communities and 657 student 
associations in this country, along with thousands 
of others in 65 lands abroad, it offers a program of 
revitalizing activities for its members. 


The YWCA has come a long way in the past 


century in broadening its program, but it has never 
lost sight of its original founding purpose - - "to 
build a fellowship of women and girls devoted to 
the task of realizing in our common life those ideals 
of personal and social living to which we are com- 
mitted by our faith as Christians." 


It welcomes women and girls from every walk of 


life, encourages them to grow into effective personal- 
ities, to make the most of what they are, and, at 
the same time, find friends who will work with them 
as a force for good in the community. 


WRETCHED SITUATION 


The dispute between President Truman and 


members of congress over seizure of the steel in- 
dustry is further evidence of the breakdown in 
relations between the White House and the Capital, 
says James Marlow, Associated Press writer, in a 
feature article from Washington today. 


The most recent previous demonstration of how 


deep the split was appeared in what happened to 
Truman's attempt to have an investigation for gov- 
ernment corruption. That was when he asked Con- 
gress for subpoena powers for Newbold Morris. 


The then Attorney .General McGrath had picked 
v 


Morris as the clean-up man. Congress not only de- 
nied him the subpoena powers but some members 
denounced him, thus for all practical purposes 
scuttling the investigation. 


When it came to the steel seizure government 


lawyers apparently could find no law on the books 
specifically giving the president authority to take 
over the steel industry to head off a strike. 


Truman decided such a strike would hurt defense 


and so damage the national welfare. 
Since he 


seemed to lack specific authority in any law for the 
seizure, he relied on the constitution. 


The powers conferred on the president and com- 


mander-in-chief by. the constitution are broad and 
vague. They don't say he could seize the steel in- 
dustry in a situation like this. But they don't speci- 
fically say he couldn't. 


Truman interpreted the constitution as giving the 


president unstated but wide and implied power to 
act as he did :n this case when he thinks there is a 
national emergency and that the country might suf- 
fer if he didn't. 


At once his critics in congress hailed him a dic- 


tator and usurper of constitutional powers which 
they argue don't exist. 


The fat was in the fire again. And yesterday the 


senate, led by Republicans, voted what was in effect 
a rebuke to Truman for his action in the steel dispute. 


Truman struck right back. He called this kind 


of senate action negative. He challenged Congress 
to take a constructive step by suggesting by law 
some way out of the steel dilemma. 


Along toward evening a member of Truman's 


own Democratic party, Sen. Maybank of South Caro- 
lina, said his powerful banking and currency commit- 
tee would recommend a law positively forbidding the 
president to take such action. 


Meanwhile, tne government has the industry and

McGranery May Be Quizzed 
About Former Law Practice

TrfASHINGTON—(NEA)—While no individual can be held re- 
w sponsible for what one of his ex-partners may do after a partner- 
ship is broken up, it is now recalled in Washington that Judge James P. 
McGranery, whom President Truman has nominated as attorney gen- 
eral, is the former law partner of James F. Masterson of Philadelphia. 


And it was Masterson who, in February, 1948, filed the stockholders' 


suit in Detroit which led to the three-million-dollar damage claim by 
Kaiser-Frazer automobile corporation against Otis & Co., Cleveland, 
investment banking firm headed by Cyrus Eaton. 


This case is still kicking around in the courts, after four years. 


Kaiser-Frazer won a $2.500,000 damage award in New York District 
Court last July. The charge was that Otis & Co. had breached a con- 
tract to underwrite $10 million worth of K-F stock. 


U. S. Court of Appeals in New York has now reversed this decision, 


declaring that the Kaiser-Frazer contract "was so closely related to 
the performance of acts forbidden by the law as to be itself illegal." 
But Edgar F. Kaiser, in Detroit, has declared that the Appeals Court 
decision will be re-appealed to the Supreme Court. 
rFHE whole thing began when Masterson filed his stockholders' suit 


to prevent Otis & Co. from underwriting the Kaiser-Frazer stock 


issue. U. S. District Judge John W. Clancy in his original opinion on 
the case declared: 


"This action was instituted as a result of a plot to establish an excuse 


to breach the contract conceived by Eaton, approved by Daley (of 
Otis & Co.) and executed by Bulkley (a Cleveland lawyer) who pro- 
cured Masterson as a dummy plaintiff. . . ." 


All this is supposed to have happened in 1948. The Masterson & 


McGranery law firm was dissolved some time before McGranery— 
former congressman and assistant attorney general—was sworn in as 
a federal judge in 1946. But the new A-G may be quizzed about his 
law practice when he is investigated for confirmation by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee.

You Can Now Obtain Seed 
of Four New Forage Crops 


The Foundation Seed Project, 


established a few years ago through 
cooperation between the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
State Crop Improvement Associa- 
tions, has made 
certified seed 
available in commercial quantities 
of four improved forages: Ranger, 
Buffalo and Atlantic alfalfa and 
Kenland red clover. Their regions 
of adaptation are shown on the 
accompanying maps. 


Ranger alfalfa is a variegated 


alfalfa both winterhardy and wilt- 
resistant. It will survive and re- 
main productive in the Northern 
States for a much longer time than 
Grimm or other older varieties. 
The superiority of Ranger is based 
on its wilt-resistance and longevity 
under adverse whiter conditions. 
Certified seed can now be obtained 
from local seed dealers. 


Buffalo alfalfa, like Ranger, Is 


wilt-resistant but is not as winter- 
hardy. It is bred from Kansas Com- 
mon from which it cannot be distin- 
guished in the field. It makes a 
more rapid recovery after cutting, 
than Kansas Common, will survive 
longer on wilt-laden soils, and 
yields well after other susceptible 
varieties have disappeared. Its 
large fall growth and rapid re- 
covery have made it popular. 
Probably a large part of present 
needs can be met with the current 
seed supply. 
Atlantic alfalfa Is noted for its 
high yields in areas not infested 
with ^bacterial wilt. Its yields in 
comparison with most other stand- 
ard varieties over this large area 
have been outstanding. Certified 
seed is available commercially but 
not in quantites sufficient for the 
area where it is adapted. 


Kenland red clover has come to 


the front in the South and Up into 
the Central States of the Corn Belt. 
It is resistant to .southern anthrac- 
nose but not to northern anthrac- 
nose.

maneuver WM accomplished under 
instructions and rules for the trip. 
At other times we formed up for 
rest periods and lunching (often). 
We sometimes drifted three miles 
while, eating lunch. 
At Star 


Brick, some of the parents said a 
last goodbye from their cars be- 
fore turning back home. 


One canoe came near turning 


over where a large rock caused 
vicious currents behind an island. 
The group liked to split up and 
go behind the islands until two 
thrash their way out of the brush 
to find themselves miles behind the 
leaders. The current for the en- 
tire trip probably averaged five 
miles an hour, with stretches of 
eddy slowing it down to three and 
the riffles Jumping it to six and 
seven. 


Tidiouta was reached at 11:80 


and West Hickory at 1:30. Head- 
winds were encountered from 10 a. 
m. on. These were very discour- 
aging. 
We reached Tionesta at 


3 p. m. By now everyone was 
really tired. We reached our goal, 
about nv« miles from Oil City at 
6 p. m... After looking over num- 
erous camping sites, twelve cans 
of chicken noodle soup, backed up 
by two loaves of bread, cocoa, 
Jelly, 
peanut 
butter, 
canned 


peaches and crackers were soon 
done away with and everyone was 
snoring by 8 p. m. in the pup tents. 


Saturday morning we turned out 


at 5:45 and embarked at 7:20. We 
stopped in Oil City to buy more 
chow and passed through Franklin 
at 10 a. m. where the sand and 
gravel company held up operations 
while we passed. We expected to 
camp north of Emlenton but the 
current and our arms were hold- 
ing up well so we decided to go on. 
After leaving Franklin, the river 
was very "wild" with few marks 
of civilisation other than the rail- 
road. We saw deer on a river is- 
land and hundreds of ducks and 
hawks. Erroneous reports on the 
mileage to Emlenton were receiv- 
ed from fishermen who said It was 
an the way from two to 25 miles, 
but actually It was U. 


We drifted through Emlenton, 


paddled through Foxburg and 
Parker's Landing, finally made 
camp on a lonely flat spot some 60 
feet above the river below Park- 
er's Landing. By now everyone 
was broken In and we were not 
as tired although a few blisters 
had appeared. We had an over- 
abundance of food on the trip and 
all should have gained weight. We 
didn't get up until 7:30, break- 
fasted, packed up and had our 
Sunday school lesson before shov- 
ing off at 10:30. 


The hills were very rugged 


hereabouts, capped by huge ledges 
and masses of rock. Hundreds of 
camps are built along the river; 
from Irvine to Brady's Bend there 
are some wonderful and beautiful 
sights, enfolding as you 'round the 
bends. The camps dot the banks, 
often perched upon a side hill. We 
had plenty of time so played 
around with sails on the canoes, 
rigged from shelter halves. Three 
canoes proved beyond doubt that 
they were landlubbers by ending 
up on an Island and had to be 
paddled Instead of sailed. 


We reached Brady's Bend (or 
East Brady) at 2 p. m. Sunday 
after a mile of" white-capped 
waves that soaked all the bow 
paddlerg as they came right over 
the front ends. 
We were very 


fortunate 
in 
having 
excellent 


weather and no accidents. 


Everyone wanted to continue on 


at least to Pittsburgh, and New 
Orleans was mentioned, but our 
parents were waiting with their 
cars to bring a happy bunch of 
Explorer Scouts back home to 
school and work.
